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Trust says improvements have been made after patient fell from chimney 


TRUST FINED £300K 
AFTER FATAL FALL

AN NHS Trust has been fined 
£300,000 after a mental health pa¬ 
tient fell to his death from a hospital 
chimney tower. 

Adam Withers, 20, died at Epsom 
Hospital in May 2014. 

Surrey and Borders Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust (SABP) had 
admitted a serious health and safety 
charge at Guildford Crown Court in 
January 

Last week it was ordered to pay a 
fine of £300,000 by September 21, as 
well as £16,769 in prosecution costs, 
and a victim surcharge of £120. 

Mr Withers, from Orchard Gar¬ 
dens, Epsom, had been diagnosed 
with acute and transient psychosis 
in April 2014. 

He had climbed onto a conserva¬ 
tory roof and up a ladder attached 
to a chimney while his mother and 
twin sister Carla were visiting, an 
inquest was told last year. 

In January 2016, his mother, Mi¬ 
chelle Withers, told Woking Coro¬ 
ner’s Court that she had pleaded 
with him to climb down. 

He had become agitated after 



they arrived late for their scheduled 
visit on May 9,2014, and used a flow¬ 
er pot to climb onto a conservatory 
roof in the courtyard of the hospi¬ 
tal’s Elgar Ward before his fatal fall. 

Mrs Withers also said there were 


no doctors or nurses present at the 
time. 

“All of a sudden there were these 
gasps - these horrible, horrible 
gasps,” she told the Victoria Derby¬ 
shire Show. 

On January 22, 2016, a jury con¬ 
cluded that Adam Withers climbed 
to the top of a 130-foot chimney and 
fell from it unintentionally while 
suffering an acute psychotic illness. 

The jury also concluded that his 
death was “caused or more than 
minimally contributed to by” multi¬ 
ple failures of Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Foundation Trust 
(SABP) and Epsom and St Helier 
university Hospitals NHS Trust. 

These included: 

• A failure by SABP to take effec¬ 
tive steps to address the known risk 
of detained patients absconding 
from the Elgar Ward courtyard via 
its flat roof; 

•A failure by SABP to reassess Ad¬ 
am’s risk levels after a comment in 
relation to climbing the ladder on 
the chimney; 

• A failure by SABP to take effec¬ 
tive steps to prevent Adam from ab¬ 
sconding from Elgar Ward pending 
reassessment of his risk levels after 
his comment in relation to climbing 
the ladder on the chimney; 


•A failure by both Trusts to effective¬ 
ly communicate changes to the envi¬ 
ronment and take remedial action to 
address identified risks. 

SABP is responsible for mental 
helath provision at Epsom Hospital. 

The Trust introduced a raft of ex¬ 
tra security measures - including 
making drainpipes and ledges hard¬ 
er to climb, and making the court¬ 
yard off-bounds for mental health 
patients - at the hospital after Mr 
Withers’ death. 

After Thursday’s sentencing, Fio¬ 
na Edwards, SABP chief executive 
said: “We fully accept the judge’s 
decision and the fine imposed on us 
today 

“I am deeply sorry for Adam’s 
death and continue to offer my most 
sincere condolences to his family and 
friends for the devastating impact 
this has had on them. 

“This was a tragic accident and 
we accept responsibility for our con¬ 
tribution to his death. Sadly the loss 
of his life has helped drive, and con¬ 
tributed to, all of our safety work and 
service improvements. 

“We have co-operated fully with 
the Health and Safety Executive to 
identify our failings and made sig¬ 
nificant changes to improve safety 
following this incident.”

£300k for chapel revamp project

A community group’s hopes 
of transforming Epsom’s 
cultural life by renovating a 
grade II-listed chapel in the 
borough’s historic hospital 
cluster have been boosted by 
a National Lottery grant. 

The group of 11 residents, 
which includes Sky Sports 
News presenter Julian Wal¬ 
ters and a stage manager at 
The National Theatre, plan 
to turn Horton Chapel in Liv¬ 
ingston Park into a non-profit 
arts and heritage centre. 

The Horton Chapel Arts and 
Heritage Society (HCAHS) 
hope the refurbished chapel 
would allow a programme of 
performances, film screen¬ 
ings, exhibitions and events 
to take place there, alongside 
children’s club, a cafe and bar. 

The latest grant, £300,000 
from the Heritage Lottery 


Horton Chapel in Livingston Park 

Fund (HLF), takes the project 
‘to a whole new level’, accord¬ 
ing to the society’s chair. 

Ian Reeves said: “We be¬ 
lieve this project can trans¬ 
form Epsom’s cultural life.” 


Epsom and Ewell borough 
Council has owned the build¬ 
ing since 2014, and in Septem¬ 
ber 2016 pledged to release 
up to £1.45million for the re¬ 
generation of the Victorian 


chapel. 

The project later received 
£25,000 in funding from the 
Architectural Heritage Fund 
in November, and had re¬ 
ceived a Heritage Lottery

The chapel provided reli¬ 
gious and pastoral care for 
patients at hospitals in Liv¬ 
ingston Park for more than a 
century. 

The council’s majority Resi¬ 
dents’ Association group said 
in October 2015 it would sell 
off the chapel if a community 
use could not be found. 

Stuart McLeod, head of 
HLF South East, said: “We’re 
delighted that National Lot¬ 
tery players are able to sup¬ 
port this fascinating project.” 

The group still need to 
present HLF with listed build¬ 
ing surveys, more detailed 
business planning, plans for 
additional fund-raising and 
secure planning permission 
from the council.

Mayor: 'Bold approach’ to transport needs

PLANS to make London’s 
entire transport network 
zero-emissions by 2050 have 
been unveiled by Sadiq Khan. 

The London mayor pub¬ 
lished a number of measures 
aimed at tackling congestion, 
overcrowding and pollution. 

His draft transport strat¬ 
egy includes extending the 
London Underground, Dock¬ 
lands Light Railway and Lon¬ 
don Overground. 

It also includes plans for 
new green buses and taxis 
and transforming streets to 
make walking, cycling and 
public transport more attrac¬ 
tive and practical choices. 

Mr Khan has also suggest¬ 
ed the possibility of charging 
motorists based on the dis¬ 
tances they drive in the city. 

The per-mile charge would 
vary based on the time of day, 
congestion and how polluting 
the vehicle is. 

This could replace schemes 
such as the Congestion 
Charge and low emissions 
zones. 

Mr Khan said: “It has been 
an incredibly difficult few 
weeks for London, but we

must carry on as a city and 
that means pushing forward 
our work to keep Londoners 
moving around our city. 

“London is the greatest 
city in the world and as it 
continues to grow it is vital 
that we take a bold approach 
to ensure our transport net¬ 
work works for all. We sim¬ 
ply cannot afford to take the 


same old approach to travel 
as our growing population 
puts increasing pressure on 
our network. 

“Only by focusing on active 
travel, providing efficient ze¬ 
ro-emission transport and 
reducing our dependency 
on cars, can we improve the 
health of Londoners, support 
economic growth, deliver 


homes and jobs, and make 
our city an even better place 
to live.” 

RAC roads policy spokes¬ 
man Nick Lyes said the may¬ 
or was “particularly brave” 
to raise the idea of road pric¬ 
ing for motorists. 

He said: “This was mooted 
some years ago on a national 
scale and quickly dropped as 
it was seen as a way to charge 
drivers on top of what they 
already pay in motoring-re¬ 
lated taxation, something 
the mayor would need to try 
to avoid if it is to work in the 
capital.” 

“It would require the fit¬ 
ting of black box technology 
into every vehicle, which 
may work for residents living 
and using roads in Greater 
London, but which might be 
more problematic for occa¬ 
sional visitors driving into 
London from outside the 
capital.” 

Cycling UK policy direc¬ 
tor Roger Geffen praised Mr 
Khan’s vision for London’s 
future transport strategy. 

He said: “The Mayor of 
London’s ambitious targets 
to reduce the volume of mo¬ 
tor traffic on London’s roads, 
making it a safer, cleaner and 
pleasanter city is a breath of 
fresh air from our otherwise 
polluted capital.”

Lifesaving 
equipment 
is stolen 

LIFE-SAVING equipment has 
been stolen from an ambu¬ 
lance service’s headquarters 
in a “targeted campaign” of 
thefts against an NHS Trust. 

Lifepaks, manually oper¬ 
ated defibrillators and diag¬ 
nostic machines, were taken 
from three ambulances. 

They were at the HQ of the 
South East Coast Ambulance 
Service (SECAmb) in The 
Horseshoe, Banstead, on the 
night of Wednesday, June 21. 

The same night lifepaks 
were stolen at SECAmb sites 
in Dorking and Tongham. 

SECAmb associate direc¬ 
tor of operations, Sue Skelt¬ 
on, said: “The thefts put lives 
at risk and increase the pres¬ 
sure on our already stretched 
resources.” 

Lifepaks were also stolen 
from SECAmb’s Make Ready 
centre in Hastings on Sat¬ 
urday, June 24. The Trust’s 
premises and vehicles in Ash¬ 
ford, Sheppey, Herne Bay and 
Thanet in Kent had also been 
targeted earlier this year. 

Ms Skelton added: “It ap¬ 
pears that these incidents are 
part of a targeted campaign.” 

Surrey Police said no ar¬ 
rests have been made.

A swimmer is looking to fin¬ 
ish an open water challenge 
that has taken him from Sur¬ 
rey lakes to Africa, mainland 
Europe and Epsom Hospital. 

Mick Helps began taking 
on three of Europe’s tough¬ 
est swims last year to raise 
money for the British Heart 
Foundation and to honour 
his dead friend and water 
polo captain. 

In May 2016 Mick swam the 
eight-mile Gibraltar Straits, 
before taking on the English 
Channel in both directions 
while battling high winds 
that dragged him so far off 
course he end up swimming 
more than 90 miles. After 
struggling against the winds 
for more than 40 hours, he 
ended up unconscious in the 
water about a mile off the 
south coast of England. 

Suffering from respiratory 
problems having swallowed 
too much water in the British 
Channel, Mick, from Long- 
down Lane North, Epsom, 
was forced to take on the fi¬ 
nal swim he had scheduled 
last year. 

But at the end of next 
month, he will take on the 


third swim of the trilogy - 
the Dardanelles Strait which 
separate European Turkey 
from Asian Turkey. 


The three-mile swim is in 
warmer waters, but Mick 
said he is not complacent, 
and is not treating it as a vic¬ 


tory lap. 

He has been swimming in 
the indoor pool at Epsom Dis¬ 
trict Swimming Club at Vic¬ 


toria Place as well as in Shep- 
perton Lake near Staines to 
prepare. 

“Last year I was firing on 
all cylinders,” Mick said, 
“but I can’t say I am now. 

“I feel a bit reserved about 
how much I can push it, but 
I’m confident I can do it.” 

He added: “These are icon¬ 
ic swims and I’m fortunate 
enough to have the ability 
and the opportunity to do 
them.” 

A keen swimmer since 
childhood, and a keen water 
polo player, Mick is swim¬ 
ming for his former captain 
and long-time friend Mark 
Shepherd, 53, who died from 
a heart attack in January 
2016. 

He hopes to raise £15,000 
for the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation. 

Mick said: “I have to keep 
reminding myself of the rea¬ 
son I’m doing it. 

“I’m really pleased with 
how the fundraising’s going. 
I’d like to help with whatever 
I can give to the British Heart 
Foundation and to keep Mark 
in everyone’s memories. 

“I know his family still 
miss him. He was such a big 
character.”

Campaign for ramps 
or tunnel at crossing

LONG-SUFFERING residents 
are campaigning to have ramps 
or a tunnel built to increase ac¬ 
cessibility near a busy stretch 
of road that pedestrians cross 
every minute during peak com¬ 
muter hours. 

The steps between Gibraltar 
Recreation Ground in Ewell and 
Chessington Road near Ewell 
West train station prevent one 
resident’s 84-year-old arthri¬ 
tis-suffering mother from visit¬ 
ing her, the daughter claims, and 
inconveniences hundreds more. 

Ewell Village Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation (EVRA) argue broaden¬ 
ing the range of options availa¬ 
ble to pedestrians near Gibraltar 
Rec would help those unable to 
access the route. 

The group’s chairman Brian 
Angus said after campaigning 
for years the RA was gathering 


evidence and anecdotes of peo¬ 
ple “with lives disrupted by not 
being able to use the route”. 

One resident said her elderly 
mother, who has arthritis in her 
feet so cannot walk far, struggles 
to get from Ewell village to Long- 
mead Road due to the steps and a 
lack of transport options. 

Last week the RA spent a 
morning counting the number 
of people using the steps and the 
crossing. 

Between 6am and 10am on 
Thursday, June 22, Ewell Village 
Residents’ Association members 
counted 320 people using the Gi¬ 
braltar recreation ground steps 
and Chessington Road crossing 
- 80 people per hour. 193 of these 
were walking up to Chessington 
Road, while 127 of these were 
coming down from Chessington 
Road. 

Mr Angus described the cross¬ 
ing as an “interesting conflict 
between pedestrians and motor¬ 
ists”. 

“Ramps would not overcome 


the conflict, but it might open 
this route to the large number 
of people who are affected,” he 
explained. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “We are aware of the sug¬ 
gested measures so highways 
officers have met and discussed 
this with Network Rail. 

“These discussions have in¬ 
cluded the consideration of 
additional pedestrian facilities 
and, although a feasible scheme 
has not been identified to date, 
conversations are continuing.” 

A Network Rail spokesperson 
said: “We’re currently investing 
over £3million at Ewell West sta¬ 
tion to install a new footbridge 
with lifts, which will make the 
station more accessible to all 
passengers who use it. 

“We’re also aware of separate 
proposals by residents to pro¬ 
vide step-free access from the 
station to Gibraltar Recreation 
Ground, and we’ll continue to 
work with them as they develop 
their plans.”

Family raise £ 18k in 
memory of mother

A charitable group set up 
by the family of a Banstead 
mother who died from a brain 
tumour has raised about 
£18,000, funding six days of re¬ 
search into the deadly cancer. 

Sue Thomas, 57, was diag¬ 
nosed with a brain tumour in 
July 2013, but despite bouts 
of chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy, she died at home in 
December 2015. 

Grieving husband David 
and his daughters, Rachel 
and Holly, along with her hus¬ 
band, Lewis Still, formed the 
Song for Sue Foundation, an 
offshoot of the national char¬ 
ity Brain Tumour Research, 
six months ago. 

Since then, they have raised 
thousands of pounds for the 
charity - enough for six days 
of research at its Centre of 
Excellence in Imperial Col¬ 
lege, London - including more 
than £12,000 raised at a dinner 
dance at Surrey Downs Golf 
Club last year. 

This month the family vis¬ 
ited the research facility at 
Hammersmith Hospital to put 
up six tiles on its Wall of Hope 
in recognition of this.

The family were also given 
a tour of the research labora¬ 
tories, where lead scientist Dr 
Nelofer Syed talked about ex¬ 
citing research developments, 
and the neuro-surgery unity, 
where Kevin O’Neill, a lead¬ 
ing neuro-surgeon at Char¬ 
ing Cross, told them about a 
new surgical tool, known as 
an iKnife, which can differ¬ 
entiate between tumour and 
normal brain cells during 
surgery 

David said: “It has given me 
an incredible insight into the 
research being carried out 
and will be very helpful when 
I am asked how the Song for 
Sue Foundation’s monies are 
utilised. 

Brain Tumour Research is 


campaigning to increase the 
national spend on research 
into the cancer from £30mil- 
lion per year - just one per 
cent of the national budget 
for cancer research - to 
£35million. 

Rachael explained: “It was 
lovely to see what Song for 
Sue’s money is going towards 
and exciting to hear the new 
strides being taken in re¬ 
search. 

“It gives us hope that we’ll 
find a cure one day” 

Holly added: “I am very 
proud of our achievements 
to date in memory of Mum. 
We are aiming to hit £50,000 
raised by Song for Sue by the 
end of 2018.” 

Sue’s sister, Gill Ballard, 
who grew up in Cheam, but 
now lives in Marbella, Spain, 
has also been fundraising 
for Song for Sue, raising an 
additional £3,165 through a 
sponsored walk which is to 
become an annual event. This 
sum will bring the total num¬ 
ber of days sponsored by the 
family and their supporters to 
seven. 

Community Fundraising 
Manager for Brain Tumour 
Research, Tim Green said: 
“We are extremely grateful to 
everyone at Song for Sue for 
their amazing support.”

No more cuts to school funds 


Schools across England are 
facing an increasing funding 
crisis. A day barely goes by 
without more headteachers 
talking about increasing class 
sizes, losing staff, reducing sub¬ 
jects and support services. 

The government is in denial. 
It claims to be increasing school 
budgets. But the head of the 
Department for Education told 
the Public Accounts Committee 
that the government has failed 
to protect funding per pupil in 
line with inflation. 


The government is failing to 
live up to its manifesto commit¬ 
ment that “the money following 
your child into school will be 
protected”. 

At the same time schools 
are facing a whole range of 
increased responsibilities and 
costs while budgets are shrink¬ 
ing in real terms. 

The National Audit Office 
says all this adds up to the 
biggest cuts in school spending 
power since the 1990s. 

New funding plans being 


brought in by the government 
in 2018 are set to make things 
worse, taking even more money 
away from half the schools in 
the country to give to the other 
half, while the whole pot keeps 
shrinking. 

That’s not fair or sustainable. 

Ensuring that no school lost 
money as a direct result of the 
new funding formula would 
cost £335m - less than 1 per cent 
of the annual schools budget 
in England and less than the 
£384m that was made available 


for academy expansion that the 
DFE has subsequently returned 
to the Treasury. 

Parents are not going to take 
this lying down. 

The parent-led Fair Funding 
for All Schools campaign is call¬ 
ing on government to protect 
per pupil funding in line with 
manifesto promises and to make 
sure no school loses out from 
the National Funding Formula.

Animal Aid claims to be 
inundated by members of the 
public horrified by the thought 
of urban foxes being culled, 
but I receive a large number of

over-run and are desperate for a 
solution. 

There is no doubt the best 
single thing we can do as 
individuals is to be as responsible 
as possible with our waste, 
however, this in itself will not 
solve the issue. By far the biggest, 
and most idiotic, encouragement 
are those self-proclaimed, so- 
called animal lovers who feel they 
have a duty to actively feed foxes 
and encourage them. 

People must realise if you 
seek to feed, and therefore 
domesticate, a wild animal it 


will become more tame, but it 
can return to its wild state at a 
moment’s notice. Foxes, like all 
wild animals, are unpredictable 
and should be treated with the 
respect they deserve - they are 
beautiful things to see in the wild, 
but not in gardens and on urban 
streets. 

Fox numbers are rising, despite 
what certain ‘experts’ claim, and 
the issue does need to be tackled. 

The problem shouldn’t be hyped 
out of proportion by portraying the 
fox as a direct threat to humans, 
but from a health and safety point 
of view they need controlling. 

Of course, any cull must be 
carried out in the most humane 
way possible as no right-minded 
person would ever want any animal 
to suffer unnecessarily. 

I would much prefer this 
problem is tackled now and any 


cull is conducted the right way 
than leave the problem until 
we have serious issues on our 
streets and in our gardens which 
might lead to people trying 
to take matters into their own 
hands. I have already heard about 
two suspected cases of people 
trying to poison foxes - this is 
definitely not the solution, it is 
irresponsible and downright 
dangerous to other animals and 
humans.

A vile pervert who assaulted a 
young girl has been jailed and 
forced to register for life as a sex 
offender. 

Mark Cole of The Warren in 
Ashtead was found guilty of 
three counts of non-penetrative 
sexual activity with a girl under 
13 at Guildford Crown Court on 
Thursday, June 22. 

The 54-year-old was immedi¬ 
ately sentenced to four years in 
jail and on release will be subject 
to lifetime registration as a sex 
offender. 

Cole’s crimes took place 
throughout 2015 in Dorking and 
Ashtead. 

DC Tony Morrey from Surrey 
Police said: “I hope this guilty 
verdict and sentence will in some 
way help the young girl to come 
to terms with what’s happened 
and move on with her life. 

“She had the courage to report 
Cole’s vile offending to an adult 
despite the fact that he made her 
swear not to tell anyone and I’d 
like to commend her bravery in 
coming forward. 


He added: “Surrey Police 
treats all allegations of sexual 
abuse, whether recent or non-re- 
cent, extremely seriously. Our 
priority is victim care and peo¬ 
ple need to feel confident that if 
they come forward and report 
an offence, we can help. We have 
a dedicated investigation team 
for such crime and the dedicat¬ 


ed unit works to obtain best ev¬ 
idence. 

“We also work closely with our 
partner agencies including the 
NHS with whom Surrey Police 
has a Sexual Assault Referral 
Centre.”

KNIGHT (12A): For his final tour of 
duty in the Transformers director's 
chair, Michael Bay doesn't go out with 
just one bang, he unleashes a barrage 
of groundshaking booms. 

The revitalised Decepticons, led by 
Megatron (voiced by Frank Welker), 
hunt for Merlin's staff in order to bring 
about the end of the world. Alas, Opti- 
mus Prime (Peter Cullen) cannot lead 
the fight: he is tumbling through space, 
bound for the planet Cybertron and 
his creator, Quintessa (Gemma Chan).

CHURCHILL (PG): Director Jonathan Teplitz- 
k/s uneven character study paints a very dif¬ 
ferent portrait of the bombastic statesman 
during one of the most turbulent periods of his 
leadership: the nervous hours leading to the 
D-Day landings in June 1944. 

The clock is ticking down to the sixth hour of 
the sixth day of the sixth month and Churchill 
(Brian Cox) is determined to solidify his place 
in history. He repeatedly frustrates General 
Dwight Eisenhower (John Slattery), Field Mar¬ 
shal Bernard Montgomery (Julian Wadham) 


and Field Marshal Alan Brooke (Danny Webb) 
by stubbornly arguing against Operation 
Overlord. Tempers fray, leading to confronta¬ 
tions between the Prime Minister and his inner 
circle. 

ROCK DOG (PG): A Tibetan Mastiff bows 
down at the altar of the rock gods and dis¬ 
covers the inner riff of a true hero in Ash Bran¬ 
non's computer animated fable. 

Bodi (voiced by Luke Wilson) is a teenage 
rebel who has been raised by his stern father 
Khampa (JK Simmons) to guard their village 


Snow Mountain from a marauding pack of 
wolves led by snarling alpha Linnux (Lewis 
Black). Unfortunately, Bodi's passion is mu¬ 
sic, not protecting the village, and when he 
neglects his duties to listen to rock god Angus 
Scattergood (Eddie Izzard) on the radio, Kham- 
pa's patience wears out. He buys his son a bus 
ticket to the city and instructs Bodi to chase his 
dream.

So, we've had another election 
and yet another surprise. 

When Theresa May called the 
snap election just over seven 
weeks ago, it took most people 
by surprise, but it was widely felt 
that it was simply a means for 
her to cement the Tory majority 
so that she could enter the Brex- 
it negotiations in a position of 
strength and confidence. 

The publication of the Con¬ 
servative Party manifesto, along 
with those of the other main par¬ 
ties, didn't stir up many great 
surprises and throughout the 
campaign we reiterated our be¬ 
lief that for the property market, 
it should very much be a case of 
business as usual. 

So, with the outcome resulting 
in a hung parliament, how does 
the future now look if you're con¬ 
sidering a house move? 

There's no escaping that the 
question of who holds the keys 
to Number 10, and for how long, 


remains somewhat uncertain 
but that doesn't detract from 
the fundamentals of how the 
prop-erty market works. 

Simply, there needs to be 
more property coming on to the 
market. 

More homes need to be built 
and the conditions need to be 
created to ensure that this pro¬ 
cess is made as straight for¬ 
ward for developers as possible. 

Until that is achieved, wheth¬ 
er that's via this government or 
another in the coming months, 
there'll remain a lack of supply 
which will continue to buoy up 
house prices whilst demand re¬ 
mains strong. 

Of course, if you're looking to 
sell, that could be a positive situ¬ 
ation, but for first time buyers it 
means that conquering that first 
rung on the lad-der remains ev- 
er-more elusive. 

Stamp Duty too remains a hur¬ 
dle for many and it's something 


that the team here at Andrews 
believes should be the subject of 
an urgent review as a relaxation 
of this charge would no doubt 
help to instigate greater move¬ 
ment in the market. Whether the 
current government remains in 
charge or a second election is 
called, all parties would do well 
to consider how Stamp Duty can 
be reviewed. 

The current status quo, how¬ 
ever, could prove to be positive 
for housing. A hung parliament 
is likely to create more cross-par¬ 
ty debate and this is something 
that we believe could be fa¬ 
vour-able for the property mar¬ 
ket since housing really should 
sit above politics, away from 
cross par-ty bickering.

Subaru's BRZ sportscar 
gets a smarter look, more 
sophisticated inatainment and 
sharper handling. What's not 
to like? JONATHAN CROUCH 
checks out the changes. 

BACKGROUND: The BRZ has proved 
to be a Subaru like no other before 
it, produced as part of a joint project 
with Toyota to breathe new life into 
an affordable rear-wheel drive coupe 
market that was once so vibrant. This 
car doesn't need to be concussively 
quick, for the real joy in driving it comes 
through the tactility of its controls and 
the purity of its handling. Now it's been 
usefully updated. 

Subaru has made its name amongst 
performance enthusiasts with rally 
replicas like the Impreza WRX. Yet the 
BRZ sports coupe we're looking at here 
is about as far away from a rally replica 
as you're ever likely to get, its engineers 
proudly trumpeting the absence of 
4WD, turbocharging and sophisticated 
electronics, ironically the very things 
this Japanese brand has promoted to 
performance people for so many years. 

It came about as part of a joint 
project with Toyota who wanted a 
return to the affordable sportscar 
market but didn't have the production 
or the development capacity for it. 
Subaru provided both, creating what 
they see as a sportscar in the classic 
sense - rear wheel drive with a front- 
engined layout, a low centre of gravity 


and a high-rewing engine. Having 
perfected the recipe, Toyota supplied 
the exterior design and production 
began at a purpose-built plant, both of 
this BRZ and its near-identical Toyota 
counterpart, the GT86. That car has 
a much higher market profile but a 
strong after-sales package means that 
this one might just be a better real 
world choice. Either way, fast fireworks 
seem guaranteed. Let's check out this 
revised version. 

DESIGN: Apparently, the BRZ's name 
tells you everything you need to know 
about this car. 'B' stands for 'Boxer 
engine', 'R' for 'Rear wheel drive' and 'Z' 
for 'Zenith' - the ultimate in affordable 
thrills. Is that what this is? From an early 
glance at the stats, you might wonder. 

There's nothing especially startling 
here, the 2.0-litre flat-four engine 
producing 197bhp and 205Nm of 
torque, enough to get you to sixty from 
rest in 7.6s on the way to a top speed of 
143mph. Plenty of comparably priced 
hot hatches can match or beat that. 

But none of them can deliver the driving 
experience on offer from this Subaru. 

It's a normally aspirated, front- 
engined, rear-wheel drive coupe. Let's 
start with that. For a keen driver, the 
recipe doesn't get much purer. Plumb 
in a boxer engine that helps it to a 
centre of gravity lower than a Ferrari 
458, add a proper mechanical limited 
slip differential and offer a six-speed 
manual gearbox with three beautifully 
spaced aluminium-plated pedals in 



the footwell and you have what most 
would agree is a very good start. Even 
from this point it would have been 
easy to get things wrong. But Subaru 
didn't. On the contrary, the BRZ is so 
right in so many ways it's almost as if 
the hand of Porsche has worked upon 
it. There's a simplicity to its controls, 
a delicacy and tactility to the steering 
and the pedals that offer the keen 
driver so much. Improvements for this 
revised version include refinements 
to the engine and drivetrain, plus 


redesigned dampers that reduce body 
roll and a new TRACK' driving mode 
for circuit use. 

MARKET: For us, there's something 
just that little bit more appealing about 
the looks of this BRZ in comparison 
to its Toyota GT86 stablemate - and 
I can't quite work out why, for apart 
from a slightly different front grille, the 
aesthetics of the two cars are exactly 
the same. One of the fundamentals 
in the design of the BRZ was to keep 
weight down and, thanks to fastidious 


attention to engineering detail, this car 
manages to tip the scales at a mere 
1220kg - that's less than something 
like a tiny Renaultsport Clio 200 hatch. 
COST: As before, you'll need a budget 
of around £26,000-£28,000 for this 
car and, also as before, it's priced 
slightly below its more familiarToyota 
GT86 design stablemate. 

There's only one trim level - 'SE 
Lux' - and buyers get the £1,500 option 
of a paddleshift auto gearbox The 
upgraded cabin quality means you'll 


feel a Ittle mre comfortable about 
paying that kind of money this time 
round. In return, you'll be getting an 
enthusiast's tool that nothing else in 
the sector bar its Toyota sister car can 
match. To find another sports coupe 
that can deliver such rich feedback 
and flow so beautifully through the 
bends, you'd have to turn to the kind 
of Porsche Cayman that the Japanese 
engineers apparently used as a 
development benchmark — at nearly 
double the price.

Biamou has left the club to sign 
for League Two side Coventry City, 
writes Warren Gwillym. 

The 26-year-old Frenchman, who 
scored 14 goals in 51 appearanc¬ 
es for the U's, has penned a two 
year deal with the Sky Blues for an 
undisclosed fee. 

Biamou was one of the stars 
of last season's Sutton side that 
finished 12th in the Vanarama 
National League and reached the 
FA Cup fifth round before losing 2-0 
at home to Arsenal. 

He made a name for himself by 
scoring the crucial late second goal 
j in United's stunning 3-1 third round 
victory at League One neighbours 
1 AFC Wimbledon. 

Biamou is the fourth member 
of the Sutton squad to leave fol¬ 
lowing Roarie Deacon's move to 
Dundee, Ben Jefford's release and 
last week's departure of midfielder 
Bedsente Gomis to Barrow. 

Biamou, who will be expected to 
play a part in his new side's promo¬ 
tion push next season, will make a 
swift return to Gander Green Lane 
when the Sky Blues are the visitors 


for a pre-season friendly on July 8. 

In the 28 years since Sutton 
famously knocked then top flight 
Coventry out of the FA Cup at the 
third round stage the clubs have 
had differing fortunes since. 

United have battled back to 
the fifth tier of English football un¬ 
der boss Paul Doswell and made 
global headlines with their Cup 
exploits while City have suffered a 
series of relegations which will see 
them play in the fourth tier for the 
first time in 58 years, although they 
did win the Checkatrade Trophy in 
April with a 2-1 win over Oxford Unit¬ 
ed in front of 75,000 at Wembley. 

It's a sign of City's plight that the 
Coventry Telegraph ran a live news 
stream throughout Tuesday updat¬ 
ing fans on their signing from Sutton. 

With the U's due to report for 
pre-season training this week, 
Doswell put a typically positive 
spin on Biamou's move despite the 
obvious disappointment of losing 
another key member of his squad. 

He said: "I think our clear philoso¬ 
phy of improving players and allow¬ 
ing them to pursue league careers 
or financial betterment has once 


again worked with Max getting a 
fantastic move. 

"His year with Sutton has seen 
him grow into the English league, 
and during the last three months 
he became a much improved all 
round player, in particular with 
his performances against league 
opposition in the FA Cup."

Edmeades stars in thrilling 

last ball victory

Sutton held their nerve to the 
very end in a thrilling encounter 
at Fetcham Grove last Saturday 
grasping victory from the very 
jaws of defeat from the last ball 
of the game. 

The result completed a 
remarkable turnaround in fortunes 
which saw Leatherhead who at 
one point were cruising to victory 
at 243 -5 lose their last five wickets 
for 39 runs in a dramatic finale 
inspired by the fielding display of 
Grant Edmeades. 

Winning the toss Sutton batted 
first with Sam Woods being 
promoted up the order after two 
half centuries in Sutton's cricket 
week accompanying Luke Smith 
and these two looked in no trouble 
posting 93 for the first wicket. 

Woods was run out for 45 and 
Smith followed just 4 runs later for 
43 leaving Sutton at 97-2 which 
quickly became 114-4 when the 


prolific Allen was LBW to Adam 
Dyson for 1 and Freddie Boys 
was caught at mid wicket for 11. 

That proved to be last success 
for Leatherheads attack as 
Edmeades and Outram completely 
took control and dominated 
proceedings in a scintillating 
partnership of 169 runs scored 
in rapid time. 

Edmeades scored his second 
century in as many games racing 
to 104 from just 85 deliveries 
including six huge sixes which 
peppered the Leisure Centre car 
park and 10 fours, his second 50 
coming in just 19 balls. 

Outram scored an elegant 58 
from 68 balls including 8 fours. 

Edmeades' innings ended when 
he was caught at deep mid-wicket 
attempting another huge stroke 
and the innings closed after on 
287-5 from 64 overs. 

On a wicket expected to take 
spin Sutton turned to slow left 
armer Allen to open the attack 
with paceman Shinwari and it was 
Allen who struck first when Nicol 
was stumped for 25 and three 
balls later Allen bowled Roberts for 
0, leaving Leatherhead 44-2. 

Freddie Boys then replaced 


Shinwari and immediately bowled 
opener Surridge for 25, 55-3. 

Leg Spinner Edmeades then 
came into the attack and bowled 
Joblin for 2 and Leatherhead 
were struggling at 664, Sutton 
were well on top and skipper Dan 
Edwards was scenting an early 
victory. 

Leatherhead skipper Adam 
Dyson and no 6 Oliver Trower 
had other ideas and with drizzle 
falling and a gusting wind the 
Sutton spin attack found it 
difficult to grip the wet ball 
and Trower and Dyson took full 
advantage of this and slowly at 
first rebuilt the innings punishing 
the bad balls and running well 
between the wickets, Trower 
being particularly strong on 
the leg side these two batted 
superbly and both raced to classy 
fifties bringing Leatherhead right 
back into the game; whilst these 
two were at the wicket the Sutton 


total of 287 was well within their 
grasp. 

These two had added 177 
for the 4th wicket when a 
stunning running diving catch by 
Edmeades at mid wicket ended 
the innings of skipper Dyson for 
an excellent 77 including 7 fours 
and a six. 

That was the moment that 
turned the game on its head. 

Lander now joined Trower 
and struck 18 from just 10 balls 
before he was then run out by 
another piece of Edmeades 
magic when he threw the stumps 
down with a bullet-like throw 
from the long on boundary. 

Leatherhead were now 275-6 
but still very much in the driving 
seat with just 12 runs required , 
Sam Seadon then bowled a tight 
penultimate over in which Baker 
was bowled for 1 and Wesley 
Hayes was run out by Sam 
Woods.

277-8 with the last over to be 
bowled by Shinwari and Trower 
on 104 still at the crease. 

Trower was then dramatically 
run out by Luke Smith from the 
first ball whilst attempting a 
second run. 

Shinwari then bowled a no ball 
and final pair Baker and Celliers 
each grabbed a single, leaving six 
to win from the final ball. 

With the field spread wide 
Celliers drove a ball from Shinwari 
high and hard to long off where 
he found the 6ft 5ins Edmeades 
who took the catch high above his 
head and Sutton had pulled off a 
quite stunning victory. 

With second-place Spencer 
losing at Banstead, Sutton have 
opened up a 31-point lead at 
the top of the Travel Bag Surrey 
Championship with 7 wins from 
8 matches. On Saturday Sutton 
are at home to second-placed 
Chipstead.

Norman is 
golden girl 
for Epsom 

Epsom & Ewell Harriers secured a 
big medal haul at the British Mas¬ 
ters Athletics Championships in 
Birmingham where athletes aged 
over 35 compete in five year age 
bands, writes Stuart Flack. 

The most impressive return 
was from Di Norman. Following 
up her win in the British Masters 
pentathlon last week, she further 
demonstrated her extensive range 
of abilities by winning a remarka¬ 
ble eight gold medals. 

On the track she won the 400m, 
800m and 2000m steeplechase and 
also claimed gold in all of the 
jumps. She added the shot put and 
javelin golds, but showed she can 
be beaten with a 5th place in the 
discus! 

In the throwing events, and not 
far behind in the medal tally, Liz 
Sissons won 4 golds and a silver 
and Barbara Dunsford took home 3 
golds and a silver. There was also a 
bronze medal for Wendy Dunsford 
in the discus. 

Back on the track, there were 
impressive performances by An¬ 
gela Bates who won the 100m and 
200m double; her time of 13.63 sec¬ 
onds in the 100m being the fastest 
in the UK this year by an over 50 
athlete. 

Terry Bissett took silver in the 
200m and bronze in the 400m, while 
there were also medals for David 
Crouch and Anne Nelson in the 
200m and Sally Parry in the 400m. 

The clubs’ top jumper was Dave 
Blunt who also had an impressive 
medal haul with gold in the high 
jump, silver in both the pole vault 
and triple jump and a bronze in the 
long jump. 

Further success in the jumps 
came from Matt Pullman who 
took bronze in the triple jump, and 
Norman Rice who took silver in 
the triple jump to add to his bronze 
in the shot put.
